fenses and by bringing unsupported 
charges against him, for a purposo: 
In the first place, to divert the atten- 
tion of the American public and tho 
American government, and 
indeed of 


Mexicans themselves, from tho actual 
situation, namely that Puebla, tho cap- 
ital of the state of Puebla, and per- 
haps the second largest city !n Mexico, 
is -without adequate protection from 
outlaws' 
who 
infest, the immediate 


neighborhood and who are accustomed 
openly and freely to visit tho city with- 
out hindrance, thatby the failure to fur- 
nish adequate protection In this dis- 
trict, 
the Mexican authorities have, 


through their negligence made possi- 
ble the abduction of Jenkins, and that In 
harmony with such an attitude on the 
part of the Mexican authorities they have 
failed to carry out tho duty and obli- 
gation incumbent upon them to appre- 
hcnrt and punlbh the bandits concerned 
in Iho crime of which Jenkins was the 
victim. 
And In the second place, it 


appears to have been the purposo of 
tho Mexican government to assume a 
wilful Indifference to the feelings of 
the American people that have been 
aroused to the point of indignation by 
the exposure, hardships and physical 
suffering endured by Jenkins during

States must renew its request for the 
mrnediate release of Consular Agent 
enktns from further Imprisonment.
